| One of the British ships, whose

Boeing to Boost 
BomberOutput 


By 50 Per Cent 


Full Capacity Will Be 


Reached on Type 
Used Over France. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 18.—(/P) 
The big bombers that made Mon- 
'day’s spectacular raid over France 
will be produced at a tremendous- 
ly accelerated rate, starting imme- 
diately, it was announced today by 
H. Oliver West, executive vice 
president and production chief of 
the Boeing Aircraft Company. 

West said the government had 
approved “additional schedules,” 
and that “indications received from

him to believe shortages retard- 
ing production would be relieved. 

“We are operating at only 40

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Unity? 

Governor Talmadge, in his campaign for re- 
election, generally includes in his speeches a 
few remarks, in general, indefinite terms, about 
winning the war being the chief interest and 
objective, nowadays, of all Americans. Occa- 
sionally he delivers a speech without such 
interpolations, the surmise being he has inad- 
vertently overlooked the paragraph, or his 
prompters have failed to remind him. 

No one will contradict his statement that 
victory is the first objective for all of us. In 
fact, every one has said so. He is merely echoing 
the words on every tongue and voicing the 
longing in every American heart. 

Yet it may reasonably be asked if the Tal- 
madge acts of the past are of a quality to 
enhance that nation-wide unity which must be 
made perfect if victory is to be won in any 


reasonable time. 

For victory in modern war complete national 
unity is the first requisite. Next comes complete 
national determination to win, complete na- 
tional willingness to face any sacrifice, even to 
life itself, which may be necessary. 

Such a will.to win, such unity, cannot be 
achieved without faith in our national leader- 
ship. Today that means faith in the leadership 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt, who is not only presi- 
dent, but also commander-in-chief of the 
nation’s armed forces. And, don’t forget, in mod- 
ern war every individual, civilian and soldier, 
woman and man, are part of the fighting 
forces. The struggle has to be waged on the 
home front. in the factories and in the ranks 
of Civilian Defense, as well as on the battle- 
fronts of the world. 

Look at the past record of Governor Tal- 
madge and ask if he can honestly be acceptable 
as the leader of Georgia in wartime, the man 
who must co-ordinate Georgia’s share with that 
of the 47 other states and help to weld it into 
a national whole, loyal to the President and 
Commander, with but one thought, to work and 
fight and give for victory. 

Governor Talmadge is the man who, in a 
previous administration, left the state rather 
than appear on the same platform with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.

When Washington called a nation-wide con- 
ference of attorneys-general of all the states, to 
draw up model legislation for home defense in 
event of war, so that the national defense pic- 
ture should be uniform, what was the fate of 
these requested measures in Georgia? 

The legislature responded in full loyalty. All 
the requested bills, some four or five, were 
passed by overwhelming majority votes of both 
houses. All. save one, that was passed by the 
senate but never came to vote in the house, 
never being brought to the floor by the rules 
committee. 

What did Governor Talmadge do to the bills 
thus requested by the national admiristration 
and passed, almost unanimously, by the Geor- 
gia legislature? He vetoed them. 

One was for the creation of the State Guard, 
to replace the National Guard which had been 
called into the Army, for national service. After 
vetoing this bill, the Governor established the 
State Guard by proclamation. 

There are numerous other instances when 
Governor Talmadge has metaphorically slapped 
the face of the present national administration. 
He has publicly opposed the President, not only 
on political grounds but on personal. 

Can anyone expect, when the war effort 
grows in intensity in the months to come, when 
the nation’s survival depends upon the loyal, 
100 per cent wnity of every one of us, that a 
man with such a record of Roosevelt-baiting 
as Gene Talmadge can properly lead Georgia as 
she should be led, in the ranks of the nation 
at war?

The Emory Unit 

On September 1 the new Emory Hospital 
Unit will be mobilized into war service. The 
unit will man Base Hospital 43, just as did the 
original Emory Unit in the war of a quarter- 
century ago. 

More than 50 doctors, approximately 100 
nurses and 150 or more enlisted men form the 
new unit. They are ready to go, though as yet 
they do not know where their service of healing 
may take them. Whether it is half around a 
world, to the areas under enemy bombing or 
not, they will serve in manner to bring new 
honor and new pride to Atlanta. 


There are always some things needed by 
such a unit, or by the individuals within it, 
which are not provided by the government. 
Some special item which a doctor needs, some- 
thing needed in emergency which cannot wait 
on regulation supplies, something that costs a 
little money but may save lives or lessen suf- 
fering. 

Or, perhaps, an enlisted man may receive 
an urgent call for a brief leave at home. There 
may be sickness or death in his family. It may 
be necessary to find the money to send him 
home. 

To meet such needs as these, and others, 
friends of the new Emory Unit are seeking a 
fund, raised by public subscription, to be placed 
in the hands of the commanding officers to 
be used at their discretion. 

A similar fund—it amounted to $7,000—was 
raised for the old Emory Unit of the former 
war. It is hoped a like amount, or more, may 
be raised this time. 

The unit is an Atlanta Army unit, just as 
truly as any. Atlantans will be proud to give 
what they can. That goes without saying. 
Checks for the fund should be sent either to 
Dr. Frank-Boland Sr., chairman of the fund 
committee, or to Dr. James J. Clark, co-chair-

That Moscow Meeting 

It is impossible to over-estimate the im- 
portance of the conference held in Moscow 
between Joseph Stalin, Winston Churchill and 
leaders of the armies and navies of both their 
countries and the United States. 

At the same time it is not difficult to surmise 
many things regarding the conference. The 
statements given out afterwards emphasized 
the determination of the three allies to keep 
fighting with all their power until Hitlerism 
and any similar form of tyranny is wiped out 
of Europe. . 

In view of the state of technical peace 
existing between Russia and Japan the state- 
ment avoided any reference to the Pacific 
theater of war. 

It should also be noted that the American 
victory at the Solomon Islands came at a 
highly important time for this conference. For 
that successful assumption of the offensive by 
the United States Marines served notice, not 
only on the enemy, but upon our allies as well, 
that this nation is in this war all-out for victory. 
We are not fighting a merely defensive war. 
We are throwing our full weight, as fast as it 
can be mobilized, into the war all around the 
world. 

Our bombers have begun their air attacks 
upon German-held Europe. Those attacks will 
increase in weight, in scope and in intensity.

FEW NEWS LEAKS WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Little infor- 
ation leaks out of Germany these 


n 
days, except that officially ciiiaend by the Nazi propaganda ministry. 


One of the reasons is that the Nazis have clamped heavy re- 
strictions on the free movement in and out of the country of diplo- 
matic and consular officers from neutral na- 
tions. Efforts to prevent information leaks are 
now being carried to the point where these 
foreign diplomatic representatives stationed in 
the Reich or German-occupied territory have 
the greatest difficulty in obtaining permission 
to go home on leave. In many cases they are 
not even permitted to leave after official 
recall. 

In some cases thé neutral countries have 
been forced to make threats of reprisals to get 
their agents out of the Reich. Requests for 
permission to go home on leave have been met 
with suggestions that the neutrals spend their 
vacations in Germany. 

All of which suggests a course of action 
that might well be taken in this country. Any 
number of nations with known or suspected 
close relations with the Axis powers continue 
to maintain full embassy or legation staffs in 

Washington. Some of them have consular representatives scattered 
about over the country near the scenes of our chief war production 
centers. 

Each of them has complete freedom of action. They are per- 
mitted to go pretty much anywhere they please. Few restrictions 
are imposed on the type of messages and reports they send back 
to home offices. Any number of loopholes are possible. So far 
as known, their diplomatic pouches carry the same immunity from 
inspection as they did before the war. 

Take the Spanish embassy, for example. The Franco govern- 
ment at Madrid was placed in power by Nazi and Italian arms. 
It owes its allegiance entirely to the Axis. And yet we continue 
to have a Spanish ambassador with a full staff operating in Wash- 
ington. Can anyone doubt that all military information falling 
into the hands of the Spanish ambassador fails to land into Hit- 
ler’s hands? 

The same is true of the Finnish legation. Finland is now an 
active ally of the Axis, fighting Russia. Some of the South Amer- 
ican republics are equally to be distrusted. There is the Argen- 
tine, which is playing the Axis game in South America. 


WASHINGTON CONTACTS With the social and official con- 

tacts the members of these em- 
bassy staffs have in Washington, it is possible for them to have 
access to news of the highest military importance. They are able 
to get very much the same information that a working newspaper- 
man runs across in the daily grind, not all of which is by any 
means available for print. 

There is no reason to suppose that all of this information does 
not find its way back into Axis hands—by coded reports, diplo- 
matic pouches or otherwise. It is easy to get stuff to South Amer- 
ica, whence it is forwarded on to Germany by short-wave radio. 
We have caught somé enemy stations in operation there. 

An uncensored news story recently published by the Chicago 
Tribune offers one striking case in point. The story revealed how 
we had advance information on the number of units taking part 
in the Japanese fleet move against Midway Island. Reading be- 
tween the lines any naval expert would have correctly reasoned 
that our naval intelligence had broken the Japanese code, enabling 
us to listen in on all wireless communications sent by the Japa- 
nese fleet at sea. 

As soon as the story was printed here, the Japanese, according 
to reliable information, changed their code overnight. All of this 
set our naval intelligence back at least six months. Before the 
code was changed we were able to sit in on naval messages of the 
very highest importance. We knew what was going to happen 
before it got started.

That is why a federal grand jury is now investigating the 
Tribune in Chicago for publishing the story. 

But the source of most of the leaks comes through the em- 
bassies and legations of nations who are playing the Axis game. 
We might well learn a lesson from Germany and close down on 
them completely. There is no place for the usual diplomatic 
amenities in time of war. The slightest bit of information sent back 
regarding ship movements or military plans may result in the loss 
of thousands of lives. The least we could do is as Germany does.
